Few 
could compréhend why such treatment had 
been accordefl a prisoner, yet nobody doubt- 
ed that insanity would follow incarcera- 
tion for so long a time under the conditions 
attending isolation from the world.

Allowed to Drag. 

While there seemed. to be no 
official in Joliet who could or would discuss 
Geyer's case, ft was learned from an authori- 
tative source that the matter has been worry- 
ing the prison officials for some time. When 
Geyer killed a fellow-convict named William 
Wood last. February and was placed in the 
solitary’ cell as a measure of punishment, it 
fs said that he had not manifested any symp- 
toms of insanity. He was considered sane 
enough to appear in court last May and plead 
not guilty to thé indictment of murder re- 
turned against him by a grand jury of Will 


County. 
Convicts Called Him Insane. 

The prison authorities, working in conjunc- 
tion with State’s Attorney Heise, sought in 
vain for a clew which would explain Geyer's 
act. They learned that the two convicts were 
strangers and that neither had spoken tothe 
other from the time they were received at the 
penitentiary. Other prisoners testified that 
Geyer would have killed the first mas he 
came in contact with, and declared that ne 
was crazy. 

The doubt created as to the man’s sine 
caused the State’s Attorney to allow Geyer’s 
case to drag along without a trial, in fhe 
hope, it is said, that in the course of time a 
clew would be found explaining the murder 
within the prison walis. Meanwhile, it is 
said, Geyer remained an inmate of the soll- 
tary cell, and it is understood that not until 
two months ago did he manifest unmistak- 
able symptoms of insanity. 


Alone and All Silent. 

The solitary cell in which Geyer is sald to 
have been confined is a small room, lighted 
from a window above, and with a solid door. 
The walls are whitewashed and thick enough 
to shut out all sounds of life. Twicea day 
Geyer saw another human being in the person 
of the guard who brought him his food. He 
was not allowed to talk to any person. He 
was isolated as completely as though ma- 
rooned on a desert island. 

“ After Geyer had begun to show signs of 
‘breaking down,“ said one of the employés 
at the Joliet prison, the severity of the 
punishment was modified to the extent that 
he was allowed to walk in the corridor twice 
a day with a guard, his exercise each time 
being limited to fifteen minutes. 

“ He was unmistakably insane two months 
ago, but nothing was done toward removing 
him to the Chester penitentiary, where in- 

criminals are cared for according to 

e methods.” 

All con demn Such Severity. 
„It is beyond belief that a prisoner in the 
‘Joliet penitentiary should be confined nine 
months in a solitary cell,” said Superintend- 
ent Sloan of the House of Correction when 
his attention was called to the Geyer case. 
“It is extraordinary when a prisoner re- 
mains in splitary confinement more than 
three days, and when he does a physician 
invariably examines him to det ine 
whether he is sane or not. Nine momns in 
a solitary cell will make any man insane.“ 

“If Adam Geyer was sane when his se- 
vere punishment began,” said Luther Laflin 
Mills, his present lunacy is easily account- 
ed for, and the method of enfording disci- 
pline in his case is fairly chargeable with 
driving him crazy. If he was insane when 
confined in the cell, as it is intimated he whs, 
he should have been removed long ago to 
the State institution at Chester, where in- 
sane criminals are legally confined and prop- 
erly treated.“ 

I have never heard of a case of solitary 
confinement for a longer period than a 
week, said Chief O'Neill, and it is pretty 
hard to believe that such a severe punish- 
ment would be inflicted on a prisoner at 
Joliet, no matter how refractory He might be. 
Nine months of solitary confinement will 
drive any man insane.“ 

„Such punishment marks the height of 
inhumanity,” seid, Judge Edward F. Dunne. 
“It is intolerable to contemplate even the 
spectacle of à man confined nine months in

He 
presents figures which show that the cost of 
building the Washington line was $49,725 a 
mile. This was exclusive of remMving un- 
derground obstacles, excavation, and paving 
and similar work. 

Estimates furnished recently by experts 
to English cities where the system is being 
installed, he shows, range from $86,820 to 
$67,075 a mile, allowing for alterations of 
subsurface mains and all: The installation 
of the overhead trolley in the same streets, 
according to these experts, is placed at @ 
cost varying from $31,175 to $31,320 a mile. 

Mr. Sikes contends that on Chicago linea, 
where cable slots exist, there will be no sub- 
surface mains to be contended with.

A fearful gale has raged on the coast of 
Newfoundland for the last week, and nu- 
merous disasters have occurred at different 
points, but up to tonight no report of loss 
of life had been received. 

A private dispatch which reached Louls- 
burg, C. B., tonight stated that the Ella, 
which was under charter to the Black Dia- 
mond line company, had been lost on the 
Newfoundland coast in the vicinity of Belle 
Isle, with all honds. 

The steamer left Montreal on Friday with 
@ general cargo for St. John’s, N. F. The 
Ella was 901 tons register, and was built at 
Sunderland in 1898. This was its last trip 
of the season on that route. The vessel was 
commanded by Captain Dunvig. 


Thirty-six Hours in Wreck. 
St. Johns, N. F., Nov. 17.—The barkentine

A lifeboat, manned by five seamen, under 
command of First Lieutenant Provost, was 
immediately launched, and amid the cheers 
of the passengers the sailors pulled away in 
the direction of the burning ship. Arriving

EX-CHICAGOAN DIES IN FLORIDA. 


John Goode, for Years Well Known 
Botanist and Florist, Passes 
Away at Melbourne. 


Melbourne, Fla., Nov. 17.—[Spectal. ]—John 
Goode died at his beautiful home here today. 
He was born near London, England, in 1813, 
went to Chicago in 1845, was one of the oldest 
florists and botanists living, having been en- 
gaged in floriculture for seventy years. 

He spent years in Chicago and St. Louls, 
Mo., where he laid out Lafayette Park, the 
Fair Grounds, and many private estates. 
He was for years the authority in the West 
on nomenclature of plants. He left a widow 
and six children—William Goode, Ferndale, 
Wash. Walter Goode, Melbourne, Fia.; 
ward and Alfred Goode, Chicago; Mrs. John 
Pettigrew, Boston; and Mrs, Lawrence 
Moore, Roseland, Fla. Sa 

He recently disposed of his Chicago inter- 
ests to his partner, Andrew McAdams of 


Hyde Park. ‘ 


John Goode was the ploneer landscape 
gardener and florist of Chicago, and. one 
the most successful practical growers. Hie 
served an apprenticeship with a 
florist, and came to Chicago in 1845. His first 
work was for the late J. T. Scammon end 
William Ogden.

Angola, Ind., Nov. 15.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. I—In your issue of Nov. 12, under 
the heading Pastor Denies Double Life,“ 
there is an account of the dismissal of Philip 
E. Holp from the pastorate of the Congréga- 
tional Church of Angola, which is so mis- 
leading that justice to the church officers 
here and the best Christian morals every- 
where demands a correct statement of 
facts which led to the action of the church, 

Mr. Holp was called to the pulpit of the 
Angola church in February, 1900. At that 
time he requested by letter, which letter is 
still in existence, an advance of $250 in his 
salary, stating that this amount would free 
bim from all indebtedness. The loan was 
made for six months, but at the end of the 
first year no suggestion was made on the part 
of Mr. Holp to liquidate this indebtedness. 

When the sureties began préssing their 
claim he pleadéd financial distress, stating 
that he was paying $50 a month to Chic 
parties to pay a loan he had personally made 
to satisfy a debt of a South Dakota church, 


though this statement was in direct . 
position to what he had said by letter in 
beginning his services, it was accepted and 
the note continued after he had given a 
mortgage on his library as security. It was 
afterward learned that a th Dakota 
church did owe him $1,000, but that he had 
left the church under such circumstances 
that he could not ask for his pay. 

The recent and more serious charges 
against Mr. Holp were primarily on evidence 
furnished by his wife. Her suspicions of a 
dual life on his part were verified, and she 
revealed her discovery to an officer of the 
church, who confronted Mr. Holp in private 
with his knowledge of the facts, which at 
first were denied.

The Princess, although dusky and petite, 
is not wholly Oriental. For while her father 
was the late Maharajah Dhuleep Singh, her 


Bemba Muller, daughter of a German mie- 
sionary at Cairo, named Ludwig Muller, and 
of one of the latter’s converts, a girl of the 
Coptic race, and who, it is understood, oc- 
cupied a domestic position before the mission- 
ary made her his wife. Bemba was, how- 
ever, sufficiently dusky to constitute in 
point of hue a suitable match for thé late 
Maharajah, and the late Queen Victoria took 
rather a fancy to her, and being especially 
interested in the fact that the marirage had 
led to the conversion of the Maharajah to 
Christianity, insisted on becoming godmother 
to their eldest child, now Prince Victor Dhu- 
leep Singh. 

Princess Sophia, who fe now in this coun- 
try, was therefore born and reared as @ 
Christian. But it ils doubtful whether her 
faith is profound, and it must not be for- 
gotten that at the time when her father 
made his futile‘attempt to return to India 
he solemnly renounced Christianity, and re- 
sumed the faith of his forefathers, and if the 
Princess really manages to reach India it 
is quite likely that she may do the same 
thing. One thing is quite certain—-namely: 
that if she visits India as a Christian she 
will be treated by her father’s people and by 
Orientals in general with contempt as a 
renegade. 

Her father was but 11 years old at the 
time when Great Britain annexed the Sikh 
empire, and took possession, not only of the 
entire Punjaub, but Hkewise of the Kohinoor 
diamond, which had been the most highly 
prized possession of the great Runjeet Singh. 

The moet recognized Indian authorities, 
such as Sir Lepel Griffin, and other equally 
erudite Anglo-Indians, deny, however, that 
the late Maharajah had a drop of the blood 
of Runjeet Singh in his veins, claiming that 
he was in reality the offspring of a stable- 


man and of a harem woman of Runjeet. 


The latter’s real son was aseassinated by 
some of his Ministers, who produced a forged 
document, according to the terms of which 
Runjeet Singh had adopted young Dhuleep 
as his son and recognized him as such. The 
English government found it convenient to 
shut its eyes to this fraud, since it facilitated 
the acquisition of the Sikh empire.
